W O Days ago Te Deum was fung 

with great Solemnity in the Ca- 

thedral of this City, and other 

ufual Expreflions of Joy hewn, for 
the taking of Landau. And Yetterday came 
Advice that the Diet of the Empire had re- 
folv’d to declare War againft France ; which 
occafions no lefsJoy. “Tis given out here 
that the King of the Romans will leave a 
confiderable number of men to garrifon 
Landau and repair the Fortifications of that 
Place ; that he will fend rs000 to reinforce 
the Army under Prince — in Italy ; 
and yet will have a fufficient Strength to ob- 
ferve the Motions of Marfhal Catinat. The 
Malecontents in the Kingdom of Naples in- 
creafe fill, and want only a Body of Impe- 
tial Troops tobe fent among them to encou- 
rage them to declare openly for the Houfe 
of Auftria. 


From the Leiden Gazette, Dated O&ob. 5, 
Warfaw, Sept. 18. The King is lately re- 
turn’'d hither, and all the Saxon Troops as 


_ well Horfe as Foot are in the Neighbour- 


hood of this City. On the 22d there will 
be a great Council held, to confule of pro- 
per Meafures to oblige the King of Sweden 
to retire with his Army out of this Kingdom ; 
the Cardinal Primate arriv’d on the rsth to 
affit inthis Council, and the day after had a 
long Audience of the King in his Clofet. 
Count Zinzendorf Envoy Extraordinary 
from the Emperor is alfo lately come hither, 
and has had Audience of the King, in which 
he offer’d the Mediation of his Imperial 
Majefty, having done the like to the King of 
Sweden at Cracow. The Republick inter- 
pofe for Peace likewife, and’tis faid that the 
Deputys of the Nobility who are to go to 
propote Terms of Accommodation to the 
King of Sweden, will comé-hitherto receive 
their Inftructions. The Deputys are. thefe, 
Morfteyn Waywood of Mariemburg, Krow- 
Wy Cupbearer to the King, Lefzinky Staroft 
of Oftrezeskon, and Cromonowsky Chief 


Butler of Lithuania. °Tis pretended that. 


doth Kings are inclin’d to a Treaty, but that 
it will be difficult to prevail with the King 
of Sweden to include the Czar of Mufcovy 
in it, which the King of Poland abfolutely 


infiffs on. “Tis computed that the King of 


Sweden has not lefs than 30000 men, fince 
the Arrival of the Troops from Pomerania. 


They write from Holftein that the Dutchefs 
Regent will come to Slefwyck next Spring, 
but that the young Prince will continue at 
Stockholm ; with which the Inhabitants of 
that Dutchy are very much diflatisfy’d: 
And theCourt of Sweden is as little pleas'd 
with the Intrigues that are carrying on to 
= the Adminiftration of Holftcin into the 

ands of Prince Chriftian Auguftus Brother 
to the late Duke.

Bruffels, O&ob. 1, An Order is pubjiih’d in 
thefe Provinces, enjoyning allthe Inhabitants

For preventing 
Diforders,his Majefty’s Soldiers ave comma 
ed not to travel more than two together, 
and always on the High Road, on pain of 


Death. The Innkeepers wholive out of the 


Road are to pay a Fine of 300 Livres for 
every Perfon whom they fhall entertain with- 
out giving in his Name to the Bailif of the 
Place. Every Village is to keep a Sentinel in 
their Steeple to give the Alarum upon any 
appearance of the Enemy: and another Sen- 
tinel is to ftand arm’d at the Entrance into 
every Village. A Reward of 20 Rixdollars 
is allow’d for taking an Enemy, and 10 for 
a Deferter. And the Widows and Children 
of thofe that are kill’d in the Publick Service 
will be provided for, fuitably to their Condi- 
tion. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated O&. 5. 
Madrid, Sept. 16. The flanding Forces of 


this Kingdom are drawing towards Andalou- 
fia, to join the Nobles and Militia of that 


Province. Seven Men of War, with feveral 
Tranfport Ships are detach’d trom the Ene- 
my’s Fleet before Cadiz, to the Streights, to 
buy Horfes (as we fuppofe) in Barbary.
